Minnesota Senator Has Substitute 


for Porto Rican Bill. 

Washington, March 26.—Senator Davis, 
of Minnesata, has introduced a substitute 
for the Porto Rico bill, which provides 
for free trade between the United States 
and Porto Rico and extends the internal 
revenue laws with amendments_over the 
island. The act is declared provisional 
and shall not continue longer’ than 
March 1, 1902. The bill in full is as fol- 
lows: 

“Section 1. That Porto Rico is hereby 
made an internal revenue district. That 
the laws of the United States providing 
for internal revenue taxation and collec- 
tion, not locally inapplicable, are hereby 
extended to and shall remain in force in 
Porto Rico, excepting as herein otherwise 
provided, for the term stated in this act. 
The president, by and with the advice and 
consent of the senate, shall appoint a col- 
lector of internal revenue for said dis- 
trict, who shall receive an annual salary 
of $4,000, and whose office shall be at San 
Juan. 

“Sec. 2. That, excepting as herein oth- 
erwise provided, 15 per cent of all the in- 
ternal revenue taxes imposed by the laws 
of the United States shall be collected in 
said district. No stamp taxes imposed by 
said laws upon written or printed docu- 
ments shall be collected in said district. 
The secretary of the treasury is hereby 
authorized and directed to make all need- 
ful regulations to carry this act into ef- 
fect, and to prescribe the compensation of 
all officers and agents necessary for that 
purpose. 

“Sec. 3. The amount of all taxes so col- 
hereby appropriated and

“Sec. 4. Upon tobacco not grown in Por- 
to Rico and upon all manufactures there- 
of, and upon rum or other distilled spirits 
produced from substances not grown in 
Porto Rico, the full tax previded by the 
internal revenue laws of the United States 
shall be collected. Upon tobacco grown 
in Porto Rico and the manufactures 
thereof, and upon rum and other spirits 
distilled or made from sugarcane or other 
agricultural product grown in Porto Rico 
or from the product of such sugar cane or 
other agricultural product, the said tax 
of 15 per cent shall be imposed the same 
as upon other subjects of internal taxa- 


. tion. ’ 


“Sec. 5.- That the president, whenever 
he shall be satisfied that a local setif- 
government has been established in Porto 
Rico adequate to raise and collect taxes 
by its own legislation, shall have the pow- 
er from time to time by proclamation to 
decrease the said percentum of taxation, 
or to wholly abolish the same. 

“Sec. 6. That no duties on imports or 
exports shall, after the passage of this 
act, be levied or collected on any articles 
imported from the United States into Por- 
to Rico, or from Porto Rico into the 
United States. 

“Sec. 7. This act shall be taken and 
held to be provisional! in its purposes and 
intended to meet a pressing present need 
for the island of Porto Rico, and shall 
not continue in force after the Ist day of 
March, 1902.""_

There were two 
white men who are well known in this 
section who offered us $25 apiece if we 
would kill the old lady. IT know I have 
told several tales about this, but then T 
was afraid of being Ivnched, but now 
as T know that T hase got to die IT am 
going to tell the truth about it. I have 
told several tales that did not seem 
straicht and they were not straight, but 
I am going to tell all about it this time. 

“On the night of the killing T was 
walking up the road toward my father-in- 
law's when two white men met me. One 
had a winchester and the other had a 
pistol. They asked me if I wanted to 
make some money and I told them I did. 
Then thev told me what I had to do—kill 
Mrs. Pottle—and I told them I did not 
want to do that and started to leave 
them. 

“One of them said: ‘Well, he knows 
our secret now, and as he won't help us 
do the work. we had better kill him right 
here.’ I told them that I would not sav 
anything about it if they would let me 
go home, but they refused to do this, 
The man who had the pistol shoved it 
into my face and told me to get in the 
road in front of him and march on. I 
had to do that or get killed. I kept walk- 
ing in front of them until we overtook 
old man Redd and Mrs. Pottle. This was 
near Small’s ginhouse. 

“Just after we passed the ginhouse old 
man Redd hit Mrs. Fottle three licks 
on the head with a stick. He picked her 
up and earried her to the river, resting 
three times on the way. When we got to 
the river he threw the body in and we 
all returned to the ginhouse. The white 
men went (o the river with us and made 
us do the work. 


“I would have told this a long time. 


ago, but I was afraid they would lynch 
me. They have money, and a rich white 
man can make all the rest of the white 
men turn against a negro.”

SUIT FOR INSURANCE MONEY. 


Mrs. Margaret Dooner vs. Standard 
Life Company. 


March 26.—(Special.)— 
An interesting trial was begun in the 
United States court this morning, the 
case being that of Mrs. Margaret Dooner 
vs. the Standard Life and Accident In- 
surance Company of Detroit. This is: @ 
sult on an accident insurance policy held 
by Joseph F. Dooner, as one of the plain- 
tiffs, who died from the effects of a pistol 
wound in Columbus on November 4, 1398. 
Mr. Dooner was a resident of Columbus 
atthe time of his death. He was a pawn- 
broker and the evidence today showed 
that he was in poor circumstances, as an 
attachment for his rent had been served 
om him the evening before he died. The 
evidence today showed that Dooner was 
found dead in his room at the Vernon 
hotel, Columbus, with a pistol shot 
wound in his left breast. Qn a chair at 
the foot of the bed near which he was 
lving was a revolver with one chamber 
empty. The pistol Was lying et’ 
several bottles some of them being 
empty and others partly Illed. The Doi- 
tles contained, according to their labels, 
“whisky,” “laudanum,” “carbolic acid” 
and other things. Dooner did not speak 
to any one after being wounded, as when 
he was reached by others he was dead. 
The insurance company declined to pay 
the policy of %,000 which he ecarried on 
his life for two reasons, the first being 
that the due for the premium was 
overdue, having been payable November 
Ist. four days before Mr. Dooner's death; 
and the second that he had committed 
suicide and that the accident policy was, 
therefore, void.

GREAT PROMISE TO SOUTH 


“T notice in The Constitution this morn- 
ing that quite a number of people are 
coming from the northwest to engage in 
the culture of the cassava plant,’ said 
Captain Evan P. Howell yesterday. 

“It calls to mind an interview I had a 
few years ago with Hon. Edward At- 
kinson, of Boston, who was the first 
person to call the attention of the peo- 
ple of the south to the value of the cot-

livered at the Cotton exposition in 1881. 
In this address Mr. Atkinson said that if 
the New England people had a plant that 
would yield nothing but the cotton seed, 
without regard to the lint, they would 
become rich planting it. At that time there 
were only two cotton seed oil mills in the 


| south; since that time they have gxtended 


all over the country and we know what 
an immense source of revenue they have 
proved for our people. 

“‘A few years after the time above men- 
tioned, Mr. Atkinson came into my office 
on his way from Florida, where he had 
been on a visit. He had with him a root 
about as big as a man’s arm and laid it 
On my table, saying: ‘Here is a new 
thing I have discovered which will do 
more to build up your southern country 
than even the cotton seed oil industry, 
and will not interfere with it. It the 
cassava.” I do not now recall the immense 
amount he said it would produce per acre 
in south Georgia and in Florida; and, of 
tourse, southern Alabama and South Car- 
Olina, where it could be raised with equal 
but he said it was the cheapest 
food for hogs and cattle that could be 
raised in the United States. 

‘“‘Ninety-five per cent of this root is 
Starch, and he told me then that if 
the southern people would plant it so as 
to induce the starch manufacturers 
hold of it, we could absolutely 
control the starch product of the United 
States. [ believed the statement and 
from what I have heard of the product 
since I am firmly convinced that the peo- 
ple of South Georgia and Florida can 
make more money out of this product 
than they can out of sugar, although I 
do not desire in any way to curtail the 
production of sugar cane.

products in the south. In case, however, 
the production exceeded the demand for 
consumption we could do a large 
business in using the balance for making 
starch. 

“The fact that the attention of 
northern people has been attracted to this 
matter is an evidence that there is some- 
thing in it. It time for our people 
to study the question of the culture of 
the cassava. It grows like the potato, 
underground, and can produced with 
little and if there any surplus 
after feeding the cattle there is nothing 
better than encourage the starch fac- 
tories in our southern country. 

“Sugar and-starch are two elements in 
food that are absolutely required by man 
and beast. We have the best country to 
produce sugar cane,in the United States,

Ministers and others in the city inter- 
ested in the movement will appear before 
the members. of the grand jury for the 
purpose of urging the necessity of the 
matter upon the grand jurors. It is con- 
fidently believed that the grand jury will 
as 
proposed be established. 

The effect of the grand jury’s recom- 
mendation would be the calling of an 
election by the ordinary or board of 


/county commissioners, and in that event 


the reformatory would, if it is the peo- 
ple’s desire to have one, be merely a 
county institution in which Atlanta practi. 
cally would have no interest. To makeita 
city reformatory, it would be necessary 
for the mayor and general council to 
assist in the movement: and join with 
the county in erecting and maintaining 
such an institution. 

According to the law made by the gen- 
eral assembly of the state in 1893, if the 
reformatory was merely a county institu- 
tion children tried in the city reeorder’s 
court would not be eligible to admission 
until after they had passed through the 
state courts. This in itself would bring 
about a state of affairs which would be 
diametrically opposed to the very object 
for which the institution should be es- 
tablished. 

The idea that the promoters of the plan 
have always borne in mind was that 
youthful criminals that came before the 
recorder for the first time should be sent 
to the reformatory that they might re- 
ceive the training which would fit them 
to become better and useful citizens, 

If the reformatory was a city institu- 
tion this could ‘be accomplished with ease, 
otherwise if the young criminals passed 
through the recorder’s court they would 
have to go to the state courts before 
they could be sent to the county reforma- 


tory. 
In the meantime they would be com- 
infiu- 


courts convened and subjected to 


ences not of the best. 

If the grand jury decides to recommend 
the establishment of a reformatory, it is 
probable that the county commissioners 
will issue a call for an election to de- 
termine the wish of the people in the 
matter and it is believed that the citizens 
of Atlanta and Fulton are heartily in fa- 
vor of the institution.

The announcement of John_M. Slaton 
and Porter King as candidates for the 
house of representatives at the general 
primary of.May 15th leaves no doubt as 
to the personnel of the race in this county 
for the lower branch of the legislature. 

Representative Slaton has served Fulton 
county before In the state legislature, and 
On the floor of the house he was regarded 
as one of its ablest debaters. In the 


last house of representatives he filled the 
responsible post of chairman of the gen- 
eral judiciary committee, the committee 
to which many of the most important 
measures introduced were referred for 
approval or disapproval before their con- 
sideration in the house. 

Porter King, whose card of announce- 
ment is first published today, represented 
Fulton county in the house of represen- 
tatives some years ago, and while there 
was one of the recognized leaders of the 
assembly. He has served as mayor of 
Atlanta, in which capacity he enjoyed the 
confidence of the people of the city. His 
candidacy for the lower house will be re- 
garded as a popular one. 

The two remaining candidates in the 
race—Hon. Morris Brandon and Hon. C. 
C. Houston—have both formally an- 
nounced, and the friends and supporters 
of both have been at work in their in- 
terest for some time. C. C. Houston has 
never before made the race for the lezg- 
islature, but his qualifications for mem- 


| bership in the lower house are r: garded 
'as of the highest order. 


His friends are 
eonfident he will be one of the three se- 
lected at the May primar. 

Morris Brandon represented Fulton in 
the last house and the conservative po- 
sition taken by him on all measures of im- 
portance brought him forward early_in 
the session as one of the hardest workers 
and strongest debaters on the floor. 

From the four candidates who have all 
now announced, three representatives will 
be selected at the coming primary. 


Hon. J. E. McElroy of Norcross, was 
ih Atlanta vesterday on business. Mr. 
McElroy is being prominently mentioned 
in connection with the senatorship. from 
the thirty-fourth district, it being Gwin- 
nett’s time to name the next senator from 
that district. Mr. McElroy is one of the 
most prominent men in that county and 
his many friends there predict that he 


wiil be the next senator from the district. 
Probably no man is better acquainted 
with the people of the county than Mr. 
McElroy. If elected to the senate his 
sound judgment and well known con- 
servatism would promptly rank him as 
one of the conspicuous members of that 
body. 

The democrats of Clarke county will 
probably delay the primary for congress- 
man from the eighth district until after 
the regular party primary for state and 
county officers. In Clarke county May 
15th is regarded by a number of promi-

Brown, of Carroll, for judge or 
the Coweta circuit, at the com- 
ing primary has been made, and 
the supporters of Judge Brown who 
have been mentioning his name for sev- 
eral days are predicting that he will-make 
the contest a warm one. Judge Brown 
was one of the representatives of Carroll 
in the last house and as a member of 
the general judiciary committee took a 
prominent part in alk measures of a legai 
nature. He was one of the warmest ac- 
vocates of the creation of a new judi- 
cial circuit in his portion of the state, 

The latest announcement for the lower 
house in Hancock county is that of Edgar 
Thompson, one of the best-Known citi- 
zens of -the county. He is favorably 
thought of throughout the counties sur- 
rounding Hancock, and the _ prediction 
has been made that he will put up a 
strong race.

Mrs. Howard informed the young lady 
that she was not of age, and therefore 
not her own mistress, and that she must 
go to the farm in Alabama. 

Running through the story was a 
thread of romance, for Miss Gertrude is 
about to get married. In fact, she would 
doubtless have been married yesterday if 
Mrs. Howard had not, so it is said, inter- 
cepted the marriage license in the ordi- 
nary's office. 

Sunday morning Miss Gertrude left her 
sister's home to attend divine services, at 
the same time telling her sister that she 
would spend the night with a young lady 
friend on Marietta street. This was con- 
sented to, provided Miss Gertrude return- 
ed home in time to help pack up for the 
move. ? 

Police Asked To Find Her. 

Yesterday morning Miss Gertrude did 
not return home, and the police were ask- 
ed to find her and return her to Mrs.

The young lady had intimated to her 
sister the probability of a marriage stop- 
ping her trip to Alabama. 

Her fiance, so he states, went to the 
courthouse to get a license and found that 
Mrs. Howard had been ahead of him and 
ordered the officials not to issue a license 
for her minor sister.

MADAME NEVADA SANG AT 
THE GRAND LAST NIGHT 


Unlike the audiences attending the sev- 
eral celebrated musical attractions that 
have visited Atlanta this season, the 
house that. greeted Mme. Nevada last 
night was one that would have been con- 
sidered small for an ordinary theatrical 
or musical event. Very evident pleasure, 
however, was enthusiastically expressed 
for the work not only of the prin- 
cipal of the evening, but also for the 


‘cellist, Louis Blumenberg, and the pianist, 


Mr. Selden Pratt, all of whom were cor- 


dially applauded and made to respond 
with encores. 


In the composition of Mme. Nevada's 
programme her forte was clearly express- 
ed; every number was of the lightly bril- 
lant or gently pathetic type, and when 
she sang her wisdom in avoiding Wagner- 
ian music was made manifest. Her songs 
were, of course, all artistic, and her in- 
terpretation as a rule unique and beau- 
tiful, but-it cannot be denied that her 
work was in some respects disappointing. 
Her first number, the ‘Bell Song’ from 
“‘Lakme,”’ was noticeably sharp through- 
out, and naturally this fault obscured 
some fine effects and destroyed opportu- 
nity for others. The same defect was to 
be observed in the encore, Ryan's ‘Shall 
I Wear a Red Rose,” and the Liza Leh- 
mann lullaby. But even in spite of this 
defect, the symmetry of each tone was 
perfect; each was well rounded and in- 
dependent while yet connected, and there 
was sweetness. The Travouscka number 
was an exquisite Russian song, in which 
Mme. Nevada’s wonderful ‘‘sobbing’’ pass- 
age and final trill in mezzo voce consti- 
tuted one of the finest incidents of her 
Singing. The Meyverbeer “Shadow Dance” 
was artistic, especially in forte and echo- 
ing plano, while the ‘“‘Swanee Ribber”’ and 
the “‘Mocking Bird Song” satisfied famil- 
iar listeners. It is to be feared that Mme. 
Nevada's reputation is greater than her 
power at present, but she is undeniably an 
artist of high attainment. 

Selden Pratt is a very young pianist 
whose interpretation of a Chopin Nocturne 
last night showed him capable of good 
work that is badly impeded by stiff wrists 
and consequent exertion from the shoul- 
ders. secause of this fault his treat- 
ment of a beautiful Chopin Scherzo was 
entirely without delicacy, and other num- 
bers suffered in lesser degree. There were 
some fine points about his playing, how- 
ever, and he was encored, responding 
with a Humoresque by Bergen, the in- 
terpretation of which was probably his 
most finished effort. 

Mr. Blumenberg was a popular member 
of the trio, his music being well chosen 
and well set forth. His tone of his in- 
strument was not characterized by the 
richness and sweetness that a ’cello needs 
in itself well as from the treatment 
of the musician, but Mr. Blumenberg 
presented some delicate and beautiful ef- 
fects that were pleasantly received, two 
encores, a Rubenstein melody in F and a 
Spinning Song by Popper, being. de- 
manded.
